As a former Queens County prosecutor and Deputy Chief of the Homicide Bureau I am 
aware of the importance of punishment in the criminal justice system. I firmly believe in this 
meritorious case, that 1 debt io society ha£ been paid by trial, conviction, imprisonment, fine and 
shame and humiliation for him and his beloved family, as well as a subsequent life of rectitude 
and redress. 

I have known former Congressman Biaggi for over 35 years. I consider him a friend and 
one of the finest individuals I have ever known.- 

I know that he remains very active on behalf of the law enforcement community and has 
received awards for his past! and current wdrk'in support df our courageous law enforcement 



officers. At the cast of much physical exertion, stress and pairs, despite iris physical handicaps ho 
attends many law enforetimonf events and is an inspiration and comfort 1o attendees
